most dramatic moves against the 
dissident community since writer 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn was 
expelled and deprived of his citi- 
zenship in February, 1974. 

The first official word of the 
new development was a dispatch 
published by the Tass news agency 
saying Professor Sakharov had 
been stripped of his official awards 
and honours because of sub- 
versive activities against the state. 

The announcement said 
nothing about his citizenship. It 
also made no reference to his 
membership of the Academy of 
Sciences, which can only be taken 
away by a secret majority vote of 
that body. 

In. what seemed almost certainly 
a related development, Tass ear- 
lier issued a terse report announc- 
ing the resignation of Deputy 
Premier .Vladimir Kirillin, chair- 
man of the state committee on sci- 
ence and technology. 

Mr. Kirillin is known to have- 
resisted earlier efforts to have Dr. 
Sakharov expelled, and over the 
past few years he has been widely 
rumoured to have argued against 
strong action against fellow sci- 
entists. 

When correspondents went to 
Dr. Sakharov's apartment 
immediately after the first tele- 
phone calls, they found uniformed 
police there, who turned them

Later tonight, police allowed 
correspondents to knock on the 
door of the seventh-floor apart- 
ment but there was no answer. It 
was at this point that one told a 
Reuter correspondent that Dr. 
Sakharov had already flown out. 
There was no indication of the 
whereabouts of Dr. Sakharov's 
wife who is also a prominent cam- 
paigner for human rights. 

Dr. Sakharov lost his title of 
Hero of Socialist Labour, which 
was awarded to him for work on 
the Soviet hydrogen bomb after 
World War Two. 

Up to now. Dr. Sakharov had 
appeared to lead a charmed life, 
largely because of warnings from 
sdentific bodies in the United 
States and other western countries 
that they would break off finks 
with the Soviet Union if he was 
arrested. But Soviet-American 
relations are at freezing point over 
Afghanistan, and there was specu- 
lation m Moscow that the Kremlin 
felt it had little more to lose in 
ridding itself of its respected and 
outspoken public critic. 

The action against Dr 
Sakharov follows a series of 
areests of dissidents, in which 
Orthodox Christians. Ukrainian 
nationalists and veteran human 
rights campaigners have been 
swept into custody. 

In Paris, prominent Soviet 
exiles living in the west said in a 
statement that the derision to 
arrest Dr. Sakharov could have 
been made only by the Politburo., 
the Soviet Union’s highest 
decision-making body. 

Dr. Sakharov's seizure was "an 
extremely dangerous develop- 
ment for the country and the 
world, bearing witness to the 
sharply growing fascist nature of 
the Soviet Union with all its tragic 
consequences, both internal and 
external" the statement said. 

In Washington, U.S. officials 
viewed with deep concern the 
Soviet move against Dr. 
Sakharov, saying it might be 
linked with the worsening U.S.- 
Soviet relations over Moscow's 
incursion into Afghanistan. 

**It has obviously popped into 
our minds that there is some kind 
of relationship" between the tense 
state of U.S.-Soviet relations and 
the moves against the dissident 
physicist, one official said. “It may 
well be that they are doing some- 
thing they have wanted to do for 
some time and finally think they 
can get away with." he said.

LONDON, Jan. 22 (Agencies) — His Majesty King Hussein announced here today that an Arab summit 
conference will convene in Amman -‘soon” to discuss the current Arab and international situation.

AMMAN. Jan. 22 (JNA ) -- Prime 
Minister Sharif Abdul Hamid 
Sharaf will go to Damascus tomor- 
row for a meeting with President 
Hafez Al Assad of Syria and talks 
with Syrian Premier Dr. Abdul 
Ra’ouf Al Kasm as well as other 
senior government officials. 

The talks will deal with coor- 
dinating positions between Jordan 
and Syria and the Prim* Minister 
will exchange views on The Arab 
situation and on following up steps 
of bilateral cooperation and joint 
action on the Arab and inter- 
national levels. 

The prime minister will be 
accompanied on the visit by Minis- 
ter of Stare Hassan Ibraliim and 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Marwun Al Qasem. 


In an interview with the Kuwait newspaper. Al Anba. to be pub- 
lished tomorrow. King Hussein said the situation in the Arab World 
and recent international developments necessitate that “Arab sum- 
mit conferences be in continuous session. ’ adding that “no issue, 
internal or external, can be more pressing than the question of Israeli 
occupation (of Arab territories) and the future of Jerusalem." 

The King expressed concern that alarming events throughout the 
world “would extend to our region." 

“Wc do not want our homeland to be transformed into battleg- 
rounds. Wc do not want our peoples to be transformed info fuel for 
wars -- either literally or figuratively. We do not want this to happen 
either to our Islamic Nation or to our Arab Nation," he added. 

King Hussein expressed the hope that the forthcoming Arab sum- 
mit conference would succeed in “laying down firm and basic prin- 
ciples" for three things: 

First, organising and coordinating conferences and meetings bet- 
ween Arab leaders vis-a-vis potential developments 

Second, preparing comprehensive information on all pa>blems 
and developments affecting the region. 

Third, finding consensus on the methodology of following up 
derisions, so that implementation can be carried out more efficiently 
and expeditiously. 

The King praised the outcome of the Arab summit conference held 
in Tunis in November last year, but pointed out that the meeting 
"could have achieved more significant results." 

He said the world was conditioned to “hear our word, our agreed 
word, on our position regarding the Middle East crisis, and to interact 
with us on the issues involved.

Saudi Arabia said trying to patch ui 
Muslim rift over Afghanistan crisis 


JEDDAH. Jan. 22 (R) — Saudi 
Arabia is conducting intensive 
consultations with other Islamic 
states in an effort to putch up a 
growing rift over their attitude to 
Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. official sources said today. 

Some Middle Eastern gov- 
ernments consider the agreement 
between Israel and Egypt to be of 
greater concern and danger than 
the presence of Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan. 

Islamic countries are due to 
meet in Pakistan on Jan. 26 to dis- 
cuss the implications of the Soviet 
action, which the Saudi gov- 
ernment regards as the most pres- 
sing regional development. But 
that is also the day Israel and 
Egypt are due to normalise dip- 
lomatic relations. Some Arab 
states do not want the conference 
to overshadow their protests. 

Syria and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) have 
warned they will boycott the 
Islamic conference unless it is 
postponed. They also want it held 
in Saudi Arabia, not Pakistan, 
which is directlv affected bv the 


events in neighbouring Afghanis- 
tan. 

Syria and t£e PLO are pan of 
the Arab "Steadfastness a»»J Con- 
frontation Front." which also 
includes Algeria. Libya and South 
Yemen. At a meeting in Damas- 
cus last week, the front said it 
wanted the date and place of the 
conference changed. 

Official sources in Jeddah said 
that in the last two weeks Saudi 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud AI 
Faisal has been having intensive 
consultations with members of the 
Islamic Conference Organisation 
to reconcile the differing pos- 
itions. 

Mr. Farouk Kaddoumi, head of 
ihe PLO's political department, 
has described events in Kabul as 
marginal for the Middle East, and 
said Arab slates should con- 
centrate on the Palestinian ques- 
tion. 

The Saudi government in con- 
trast. has taken the lead in the 
.Arab world in opposing the Soviet 
intervention in Kabul, and was the 
first country to announce a boy- 
cott of the Moscow Olympic 


Games. 

Saudi Arabia's position is that 
Afghan rebels fighting the marxist 
government need all possible 
assistance. It is still committed to 
going to Islamabad for the con- 
ference. despite the Syrian and 
PLO withdrawals. 

Informed sources said Saudi 
Arabia was ready to give the 
Afghan rebels whatever assistance 
necessary if foreign ministers at 
the meeting of Islamic states came 
up with constructive suggestions.

King Hussein said the United States** was prepared to consider our 
decisions: it still is. It awaits a resumption of our dialogue with it 
because it feels that the strategy it implemented towards reaching a 
solution to the Middle East crisis has led neither the United Stales 
nor the Middle East anywhere.” 

“On the contrary . the U.S. approach has rendered the issues even 
more complicated.” he added. 

The King stressed that any solution to the Middle East crisis that 
does not include complete Israeli withdrawal from occupied Arab 
territories, the return of Jerusalem to Arab sovereignty and the 
recognition of Palestinian rights "is not an acceptable solution." 

King Hussein said Jordan would "continue working in this direc- 
tion and towards this goal." 

In answer to a question, the King confirmed that Jordan will attend 
the Islamabad conference of Islamic foreign ministers on Jan. 26 “to 
emphasise that Palestine and Jerusalem come before Kabul." 

He said the United States and Israel “have not only isolated Egypt, 
but transformed it from a big brother to an ally of our enemy". 

King Hussein said events in Iran and Afghanistan "have resulted in 
blood in Iran and occupation in Afghanistan." 

"Iran at present Jacks the elements of stability: in the future if will 
lack the elements of continuity.” 

He stressed that Jordan will not mediate between the United 
States and Iran over the 50 Americans held hostage in the U.S. 
embassy in Tehran since Nov. 4. 

His Majesty urged the Arabs to be alert, "so that we enjoy the 
farsightedness that will enable our relations with all to be based "upon 
sound, dear and frank foundations." 

He said the turmoil in the Arab World and the violent events in the 
Islamic world are "first and foremost the result of the Palestinian 
question and Arab rights in Palestine." "Wit horn a solution to the 
Palestinian question and the guaranteeing of Arab rights in Palestine, 
I do not foresee any comprehensive regional solutions or any stablity 
in the area,” he said. 

King Hussein said he would meet British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher and the Foreign Minister. Lord Carrington, during his 
private visit here. He would also meet on Friday with President 
Carter's special Middle East envoy, Mr. Sol Linowilz. who will come 
to London especially to meet the monarch. But His Majesty pointed 
out that there was "nothing new in the American position." 

The King said Yugoslav President Tito’s health condition is “of 
prime interest to Yugoslavia, but it also is of grave concern to the 
entire world.” 

“President Tito is a personal friend and a faithful friend of tht

Death toll from Colombia’s 


disaster 


300 ’ 


BOGOTA, Jan. 22 (R) - The 
death toll from the fourth major 
disaster in Colombia in only two 
months could rise as high as 300. 
Red Cross officials said today. So 
Car, 222 bodies have been pulled 
from the wreckage of five tem- 
porary wooden stands which col- 
lapsed during a bullfight in the 
square of ffoe Caribbean coast 
town of Sincelejo on Sunday. 
Public Health Minister Alfonso 
Jaramfllo said. But some local 
families took away their dead and 
buried them privately without 
informing the authorities, the Red 
Cross officials said. Another 500 
people were injured. 

When the stands at Sincelejo 
collapsed, they were crowded with 
people watching the bullfighting 
on the second day of an annual 
five-day festival. 

Less than two months ago. Col- 
ombia was shaken by an ear- 
thquake in which 45 people died 
and over 500 were injured. The 
following week, at least 100 peo- 
ple drowned and another 150 
went missing when floods covered 
large areas in the centre of the 
country. Another earthquake on 
Dec. 12 killed over 650 people 
and destroyed the homes of about 
80,000 others. 

Towns authorities have set up a 
commission to investigate the 
cause of the disaster. Meanwhile 
they have stopped the fiesta which 
amiacts thousands of amateur 
bullfighters who try their luck 
alongside the professionals.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 22 
(R)— Presideni Carter has told 
‘ Congress that the Soviet Union's 
intervention in Afghanistan puts 
in within striking distance of the 
Gulf and better able to intimidate 
Pakistan and Iran. 

In a message to Congress before 
his annual State of the Union 
speech tomorrow. Mr. Carter said 
he was determined Moscow would 
pay a heavy price for its move. He 
also set out a major revision of his 
1980 foreign affairs legislation 
priorities. 

Obraintng higher defence funds 
topped his list, while ratification 
"when appropriate" of the U.S.- 
Soviet strategic arms limitation 
treaty (SALT U) was in eighth and 
last place. 

■‘The destruction of the inde- 
pendence of Afghanistan and the 
occupation by the Soviet Union 
has altered the strategic situation 
in that pact of the world in a very 
ominous fashion," he said. "It has 
brought the Soviet Union within 
striking distance of the Indian 
Ocean and even the Gulf." 

"It has eliminated a buffer bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and Pakis- 
tan and presented a new threat to 
Iran. These two countries are far 
more vulnerable to Soviet political 
inrim idarion," he added in the 
statement issued yesterday. 

This was one of Mr. Carters 
toughest statements since Soviet 
forces entered Afghanistan in 
large numbers last month. 

Mr. Carter said the Unfred 
States must help other countries 
develop a capacity to withstand 
Soviet pressures in a "streng- 
thened framework for coop- 
eration in the region." He singled 
out India. Pakistan. Sri Lanka. 
Bangladesh and Nepal. Bur he 
reserved details for his speech 
tomorrow. 

In addition to his message to 
Congress. Mr. Carter said he 
would seek special powers, if 
necessary, to enforce a U.S. boy- 
cott of die Moscow 1980 Olympic 
Games. 


Earlier in the week he asked the 
International Olympic Committee 
to move the games to another 
nation or postpone or cancel them 
unless Soviet troops left Afghanis- 
tan within 30 days. He said if the 
committee refused to act. the 
United Stares should boycott the 
games and he would seek special 
powers from Congress to suspend 
passports of American athletes 
involved. 

In his message to Congress, Mr. 
Carter set defence spending, 
which is to rise 3- 1 /’ per cent this 
year and five per cent next, as his 
top priority followed by military 
aid to Pakistan and other coun- 
tries. 

The administration had planned 
to ask Congress this week for $400 
million in arms and economic aid 
to Pakistan, but decided yesterday 
to delay it up to a week. 

U.5. officials said Pakistan 
wanted to hold emergency talks 
with fellow Islamic states before 
accepting any such aid. In addi- 


tion, the United States and other 
western countries hoped to com- 
plete plans for an aid package to 
Pakistan. 

Mr. Carter listed his 1980 fore- 
ign affairs legislation priorities as 
follows: 

J . Defence department author- 
isation and appropriations bills. 

2. Special international security 
assistance for Pakistan and other 
countries. 

3. Bilateral and multilateral 
foreign aid bills, including a sup- 
plemental request for Central 
America. 

4. Approval of the U.S. -China 
trade agreement. 

5. A new charier of operations 
for the Central Intelligence 
Agency and other intelligence- 
gathering bodies. 

6. Refugee legislation and fund- 
ing. 

7. Ratification of human rights 
conventions. 

8. "And. when appropriate, the 
SALT D treaty.” 


Weizman: normalisation will 
work regardless of problems 

CAIRO,* Jan. 22 (Agencies)— Israeli Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man said here today he was confident that normalising relations 
between Isn el and Egypt would work regardless of any problems 
that could face both countries. 

"I am sure it (normalising relations) will work... but if anyone 
expects Egypt and Israel will normalise things and have peace with- 
out any problems, he will be an ultra-optimist and I am only optimis- 
tic," tfie Israeli minister remarked. 

Mr. Weizman. who arrived here this morning, was due to confer 
later tonight with President Anwar Sadat. 

During a press conference after a two-hour meeting with Mr. 
Weizman s Egyptian counterpart. Gen. Kamal Hassan Ali, the two 
minisferssaid they discussed issues related to the handoverof the last 
interim withdrawal region and scheduled more talks for tomorrow 
when they will discuss normalisation of relations between the two 
countries. 

Mr. Weizman stressed ■ that there were "no problems" in the 
handing over arrangements. 

In Tel Aviv, Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin said today 
■Israefs first ever embassy in Egypt will be set up temporarily in a 
central Cairo hotel until permanent quarters are found. 

Mr. Begin told the Knesset foreign affairs and defence oommiTtee 
that 11 rooms at Cairo's Hilton Hotel will serve as Israel’s interim 
embassy when Israel and Egypt officially inaugurate diplomatic rela- 
tions next week.

ON JAN. 25. Israel is to complete the handover of two 
thirds of Sinai to Egyptian sovereignty and the nor- 
malisation of relations between the two is to begin in ear- 
nest. starting with the opening of land, sea and air routes 
and leading to the exchange of ambassadors in a month's 
time. 

Yet at precisely this point. Egypt is making it clear that 
progress in normalisation will be doled out in step with 
Israeli concessions on autonomy for the Palestinians in the 
occupied territories.

land, water resources, security and finance.

Egypt is an Islamic country: to patch up 
differences with Israel while Jerusalem is still under occu- 
pation is a crime, a recent rally at A1 Zahar mosque to 
condemn the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan was told 
by one of the speakers. 

That is one factor President Sadat cannot get around. 
He can tell his people they are Egyptian first and Arab 
second, he can undermine sympathy and identification with 
the Palestinians, but he cannot tell the Egyptians to forget 
Islam. 

Granted opposition to normalisation is not always voc- 
iferous and has not grabbed the headlines: it might still be 
naseent with the majority of the population, but it would be 
foolhardy indeed to simply ignore a potential cause of 
widespread resentment or to proceed full speed ahead on 
shaky foundations. Any snag in the normalisation process 
could precipitate severe difficulties for the Egyptian regime 
as it will focus attention with a magnifying glass on this root 
cause for discontent.

j This fact will present the conferees with a big responsibility: that 
| of preserving Arab solidarity, on the one hand, and Arab-Islamic 

solidarity on the other. 

The way to preserve the two types of solidarity is, first of all, to 
concentrate on the Palestinian issue as an Arab and Islamic issue 
ami us the basic crisis with which the Arabs and Muslims are 
confronted. The international inability to deal with this crisis has 
had a direct role in encouraging the spread of the superpower 
conflict to the Islamic arena, as in Afghanistan. 

This means that the Palestinian issue has been and still is the 
starting point and the origin of what has been happening to the 
Arabs and Muslims, and that the Afghani crisis is another result of 
the international impotence concerning the issue. The U.S. has 
been playing a big role in establishing this inability by use of its 
U.N, veto and military, financial and political support to the 
Israeli aggressors. 

It is true that the Soviet military intervention in Afghanistan 
contradicts with the U.N. charter, but it is also true thar the U.S. 
has set a> precedent of violating the charter by supporting the 
Israeli aggressors and protecting"! hem from the application of the 
charter s provisions. 

The Arabs should not involve themselves in the American- 
Soviet conflict, even indirectly. The U.S. is not the protector of 
Islam and Muslims, and should not be allowed to exploit Islam in 
its conflict with the other party. 

AL DUSTOUR: The Arab World needs peace and not military 
alliances. Peace cannot be established without total Israeli with- 
drawal from all occupied Arab territories, Jerusalem first and 
foremost, and the recognition of the established rights of the 
people of Palestine — especially the right to self-determination in 
their land. 

The doubling of Israel's armomy with the most sophisticated 
American weapons in order to enhance its aggressive and expan- 
sionist policy in the Arab world is a mistaken strategy and will not 
lead to establishing the grounds of peace and security in the 
region. 

If the U.S. believes that by providing Israel with aims it 
contributes in some way to the comprehensive peace process in 
the region, it is making two mistakes: first, by making out of Israel 
a dominating force in the region: and second, by failing to deter 
the Zionist aggression in the Middle East. 

Israel realises that the means of its survival are totally linked 
with the United States, as are the means of its aggression, expan- 
sion and military intransigence in its confrontation with the Arab 
nation. Against ‘this background, the U.S. has two choices. Israel 
or peace — and it cannot combine the two contradicting things for 
good.

Ro man ia n small sculpture show 
brings together tourism and art

AMMAN. Jan. 2 2 — An exhib- 
ition of contemporary small 
Romanian sculpture is on show 
this week at the Ministry oF Cul- 
ture an gallery, although a visitor 
might be forgiven for wondering 
as he enters the gallery whether a 
more suitable venue might not 
have been the Ministry of Tour- 
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ism. 

A map of Romania, with the 
slogan, "The country of Ideal 
Holidays is Inviting You in All 
Seasons", is the first exhibit to 
strike the eye. along wirh leaflets 
exhoning people to spend their 
weekends in Romania. Among 
the leaflets there is. however, an 
informative little booklet in Engl- 
ish and French, that is a great help 
to understanding the background 
of each work on display. 

Nearly 50 pieces of sculpture 
have been neatly sci out by the 
Romanian embassy, their "out- 
standing characteristic being that 
“they are all original, not copies." 
as the cultural attache explained 
when the exhibition was opened 
Sunday evening by the Minister of 
Culture. Mr. Taher Hikmai. and 
the Romanian Ambassador. Mr. 
Vasilc Cindila. 

The attache. Mr. Vasilc Lecu. 
apologised for their being 
“small"— an embarrassment not 
easily understand by an outsider 
perhaps, until one discovers on 
reading about “the demo- 
crarisation of art" in one of the 
propaganda handouts that "the 
democratic nature of modern 
Romanian art is also borne out by 
its increasing civic nature', by 
monumental creations.” 

One piece of sculpture which 
one can imagine blow up into a 
colossus is “The Flame of The 
Uprising”, by Petra Jacza. a. 
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One viewer suggested that this 
“makes it easier to throw away.” 
Returning to the afore- 
mentioned magazine article, one 
learns that modem Romanian an 
presents an integration of artistic 
vision w-ith folk art. “The public is 
involved, it directly participates in 
completing the meaning of the 
work of art. This is an arf w’hich is 
meant for the entire pepple-being 
inspired from the people's ideals, 
and structured as a result of its 
participation in defining its fun- 
damental meaning. Which means 
that it is a truly democratic art.” 
the writer concludes. 
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Although its doubtful that any ■ 
self-respecting artist would 
explain his creative process in such 
a way, it is a sad fact that most of 
the sculpture in this particular 
exhibition is lacking in inspiration, 
and in some cases rat her confused. 

Celine Emilian. a sculptor who 
“started from the classic way of 
building an image." the prog- 
ramme informs us, has two studies 
of the female figure on display. 
One of what appears to be a drun- 
ken voluptuary is mysteriously 
entitled “Student Girl", and her 
“Young Turkish Girl", clasping 
an open book to her stomach, has, 
on closer inspection, the inex- 
plicable senile look of an old 
woman and a skirt shaped like 
feathers.

metre-high hero in bronze with 
the face of a peasant and arm 
upraised as if he is about to sprout 
wings. "This is a monument to the

Despite the profusion of 1 
mediocre sculpture, with the ever 
recurring young girls, pregnarrt 1 
women, dancers, and heroes 
cast mainly in bronze but also in 
stone, aluminium and 
marble— some light relief in the 
form of bas-relief is also on dis- 
play. Romanian artists are appar- 
ently famous for their wood 
sculptures and, judging by the 
merits of the works in the exhib- 
ition its a pity the whole exhibition - 
was not devoted to wood. 

Iosif Constantin has an inter- 
esting screen called “Novae and 
Gruia". a depiction of a scene 
from ihe life of these two folk 
heroes who are engaged in some 
form of battle.

danians think and feef. as 
Mrs. Stapleton quickly 
learned. The locals wasted 
no time, as is consistent with 
the frank, open Jordanian 
nature, to tell the president s 
sister why the Middle East is 
So important to the United 
States. They pointed out that 
improved relations are only 
possible through a more 
even-handed American pol- 
icy in the region, and the 
United States coming to 
grips with the Palestine 
problem. 

After getting an earful of 
Jordanian-Palestinian opin- 
ion. Mrs. Stapleton toured 
the exhibition hall displaying 
Jordan's industrial and con- 
sumer products.

Canada embroiled in 
Soviet spying scandal 


OTTAWA, Jan. 22, (R)-- Canada was 
today embroiled in Its second Soviet 
spying scandal in two years after the 

External Affairs Minister Flora 
MacDonald said tbe three 
men— two military attaches and a 
driver— had been involved in 
espionage against the United 
Stales. 

She said they had paid at least 
$1,000 a time to an unidentified 
American “employed ‘in a sen- 
sitive position in his own country” 
for classified U.S. information 
over the past 16 months. It was 
handed over secretly in the 
Ottawa area, she added. 

In Washington, the U.S. gov- 
ernment refund to identify the 
American or make any comment- 
on the affair. 

Miss MacDonald said Soviet 
Ambassador Alexander Yakovlev 
appeared surprised when told of 
the expulsions yesterday and 
denied the spying charges levelled 
against his staff.

Oil wealth 
turns Eskimos 
to alcoholism 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22 
(R)-Eskimos have slumped into 
alcoholism and social degen- 
eration following a sudden 
increase in wealth from Alskan 
oil. a sociological study revealed. 

The Study, focussed on the Inup- 
iat Eskimos of the area around 
Barrow, said 72 per cent of the 
local population can be classified 
as alcoholics. “Heavy drinking has 
brought about a sharp increase in 
homicide, suicide and accidental 
death,” it said, adding that o0 tax 
revenue represented about 
$20,000 a year for each Eskimo 
and this sudrien wealth had caused 
the shift towards heavy drinking.

Japanese undercover 
‘lovers’ help to 
expose Soviet spy 


TOKYO, Jan. 22 (R) - Detec- 
tives, including a young couple 
posing as lovers in dimly-lit Tokyo 
alleys, played a major part in 
uncovering an alleged military spy 
ring that passed Japanese secrets, 
to the Soviet Union, informed 
sources said today. 

Taking a leaf out of a spy novel, 
detectives watched clandestine 
meetings for three months bet- 
ween a retired Japanese army 
major general and a military 
attache at the Soviet embassy in 
Tokyo, they added. 

Police moved in on Friday night 
and arrested retired Major Gen- 
eral Yokihisa Miyanaga at his 
home. They also detained two 
serving intelligence officers. 
Lieutenant Eiichi Kashii and war- 
rant officer Tsunetoshi Oshima, 
on suspicion of spying for Mos- 
cow. 


Choppers retrieve charred 
bodies from Iran Air 727 

LASHGARAK. Iran, Jan. 22 (R)— Helicopters are being sent to 
pick up bodies from the wreck of an Iran Air Boeing 727 which 
smashed into a nigged mountain peak north of Tehran last night 
killing ail 1 16 passengers and eight crew on board. 

Revolutionary guards in this mountain village said there were no 
survivors when the plane crashed in dense fog over the snow-covered 
Elborz mountains during a scheduled domestic Bight from the east- 
ern city of Mashad. 

Rescue workers said early today that about 80 bodies had so far 
been recovered from the blazing wreckage, a rhree-and-a-half-hour 
trek on foot from the nearest road. 

The special representative of Ayatollah Ruhoilah Khomeini in the 
Lashgarak area said it had been impossible to bring tbe bodies down 
the snowbound slopes to waiting ambulances, and they returned 
empty to Tehran. 

Seyyed Hussan Motahari, the Ayatollah's representative, said he 
had asked for helicopters to come this morning to pick up the charred 
bodies. Most of the victims found so far were women, he said. 

Revolutionary guards sealed off roads leading to the crash area 
and the state radio appealed to relatives of the dead not to try to 
approach the scene. 

Villagers said they saw a flash light up the sky followed by the noise 
of the impact. One guard who reached the wreckage said: “As we 
approached the plane we beard someone screaming. But when we 
got there wc found nobody alive." 

As the fog cleared after midnight, a beacon illuminating the crash 
site could be seen high on the mountainside above Lashgarak, 30 
kilometres from Tehran. 

The passengers on the flight were believed to include pilgrims who 
had been in Mashad. near the border with Afghanistan, to mark the 
martyrdom of Iman Hassan and the death of the Prophet 
Mohammed. It was not known if'anv foreigners were involved. 


Colonel Yuri Kozlov, the Soviet 
military attache alleged to be 
involved in the case, left for Mos- 
cow in a hurry on Saturday, 
despite a request to appear for 
questioning at the Japanese fore- 
ign ministry. 

The embassy said later that he 
returned home because his 
mother was ill, and cited dip- 
lomatic immunity in rejecting the 
request. 

The sources said a special squad 
of detectives, including a 
policewoman was organised to 
help crack the ring. 

Police alleged that Mr. Miy- 
anaga, a 58-year -old former intel- 
ligence chief, met Mr. Oshima. 49. 
every third Thursday of the month 
on a central Tokyo’street. 

The retired general, now a 
company executive, was believed 
to have met Mr. Kashii. 45, ever\ 
Wednesday when the lieutenant 
was on his way home from the 
defence agency. 

The two serving officers were 
alleged to have handed over to 
Mr. Miyanaga secret documents in. 
exchange for cash. 

Every third Saturday Mr. Miy- 
anaga met Colonel Kozlov usually 
at night in various places, includ- 
ing alleyways and under dimly-lit 
bridges near Tokyo railway sta- 
tions. 

Sometimes, several Russians 
also kept watch, and so did a 
plainclothes policeman and a 
policewoman, posing as lovers 
cuddling and kissing against walls. 

The sources said Colonel Koz- 
lov and Mr. Miyanaga never 
spoke. They merely exchanged 
envelopes. One contained cfas- 
sified documents, the other cash. 

Police said today they believed 
Mr. Miyanaga. a pre-war graduate 
from the elite Imperial Japanese 
Military Academy, began passing 
secrets to Moscow after he retired 
in May, 1974. 

When the three men were 
arrested on Friday, police con- 
fiscated code books, radio equip- 
ment and transmission logs from 
Mr. Mivanaga's home. They also 
seized about 100 pieces of evi- 
dence including note books and 
photographs from the defence 
agency desks of Mr. Kashii and 
Mr. Oshima. 


OAU chief calls for ‘offensive’ 
against Britain over Rhodesia 


DAR Eb SALAAM. Jan. 22 
{Agencies)— Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU) 
Secretary-General Edem Kodjo 
last night called for a Third World 
“counter-offensive” against Bri- 
tain in protest against its administ- 
ration of Rhodesia. 

Mr. Kodjo. who was opening a 
session of the OALTs 21 -nation 
liberation committee, said the 
OAU had originally hailed the 
London peace agreement thinking 
it would lead to free and fair elec- 
tions “but we arc forced to ack- 
nowledge that we have been 
duped.” 

Zambian Foreign Minister Wil- 
son Chakulya and Tanzanian 
Defence Minister Rashidi 
Kawawa also made fierce attacks 
on Britain's Salisbury administ- 
ration. 

They warned that black African 
“frontline states," which back the 
Patriotic Front guerrillas, would 
not accept the outcome of the 
elections if Governor Lord 
So a me s continued to show bias 
towards outgoing Rhodesian 
Prime Minister Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa. 

“The mischievous manner the 
British are handling Rhodesia 
means the elections will not be 
free and fair so how can anyone 
expect us to accept the result?” 
Mr. Kawawa asked. 

The liberation committee, 
which channels OAU funds to the 
Patriotic Front and other national- 
ist guerrilla movements in Africa, 
is expected to make a formal call 


for diplomatic action against Bri- 
tain at the end of its five-day meet- 
ing in the Tanzanian capital. 

Mr. Kodjo told delegates: 
“Opposition to Britain should 
encompass all aspects of coop- 
eration of our states— undertaken 
individually with the British gov- 
ernment on a bilateral basis or 
within the context of the Com- 
monwealth. 

“It should cover not only the 
diplomatic aspects but the 
economic aspects of such rela- 
tions. Such a counter-offensive 
must equally be conceived in a 
framework larger than that of the 
OAU and the Commonwealth by 
appealing for support from 
member states of the Afro-Arab 
cooperation and tbe non-aligned 
movement.” 

In Salisbury, a Rhodesian black 
nationalist politician called for the 
postponement of next months' 
elections as rival groups accused 
each other intimidation. 

Some 700 candidates registered 
for the February 27-29 election at 
which three million black 
Rhodesians are expected to 
choose their first independent 
black majority government. 

The Rev. Ndabaningi Silhole. 
leader of ZAND (Zimbabwe 
African National Union) said the 
vote should be postponed until 
intimidation had been halted by 
both the Patriotic Front guerrillas 
and auxiliaries loyal to former 
premier Bishop Abel Muzorewa. 

There was no immediate reac- 
.tion from British officials to Mr. 


Sithole’s demand to postpone the 
vote at which nine black political 
parties will be fighting for the 80 
black seats in the 100-member 
parliament. The white minority 
will vote for the other 20 seats in a 
separate election. 

Total eclipse 
over China 
‘spells doom’ 

PEKING, Jan. 22 (R)-A total 
eclipse of the sun will take place 
over southwest China on the first 
day of the Chinese, new year on 
February 16. which according to 
popular superstition foretells 
catastrophe, the New China News 
Agency (NCNA) said yesterday. 

It said it would be the last total 
solar eclipse visible oVer China 
until the year 2007. “Superstition 
among the local people has it that 
an eclipse on new year's day fore- 
tells catastrophe and is an £11- 
oemn,” NCNA said. 

Some 200 Chinese scientists 
were converging on Yunnan Pro- 
vince toobserve the phenomenon, 
it said, which rated as one of this 
year’s major research projects for 
the academy of sciences. 

Twenty temporary observation 
points would be set up to monitor 
the daytime eclipse, when it will go 
.dark for several m inures as the 
moon passes in front of the sun.

Tito recovering 

BELGRADE, Jan. 22 (R) - President Tito appears to be recov- 
ering romiaUy after il» amputation of his ieft leg. and doctors say 
his general condition is satisfactory. T wo medical bulletins said his 
genera! condition was good and his vital organs were functioning 
normally. Last night, doctors said he was “feeling well.'* 
Meanwhile, Yugoslav authorities are demonstrating that state 
bosses is continuing as usual despite a growing realisation that 
the 87-y ear-old chief of stale's activities wfll be severely restricted' 
in the future. Officials emphasise that state activities are con- 
tinuing normally and contingency arrangements for tbe running of 
the state are working efficiency. Ifail goes well. President Tito may- 
be out of hospital in a few weeks, almost certainly confined to a 
wh eelchair , officials said. But they said it was too early to speculate 
on what role he will play in the future. 


His victory came in the Iowa 
presidential caucuses which also 
saw Republican long-shot Mr. 
George Bush beat his party's 
front-runner, Mr. Ronald 
Reagan, in their first electoral test. 

With 97 per cent of the Demo- 
cratic vote counted. Mr.Cirtcr, 
who once vowed that he would 
“whip his (Mr. Kennedy's) ass” in 
a presidential contest, had 59 per 
cent of the vote to 3 1 per cent for 
rhe Massachusetts senator. 

As results poured in from the 
Iowa presidential caucuses, the 
first major test of candidates' 
popularity in the 1980 battle for 
the White House. Mr. Carter held 
an overwhelming two-to-one 
margin over Mr. Kennedy. 

This reversed the situation of 
just two months ago, when the 
Massachusetts senator was twice 
as popular as Mr. Carter in Iowa 
opinion polls. 

The president, pulling in about 
60 per cent of the vote against Mr. , 
Kennedy's 30 per cent, appeared 
not to have been bun by his order 
to curb grain sales to the Soviet 
Union because of its military 
intervention in Afghanistan— a 
decision savagely attacked by Mr. 
Kennedy as he campaigned m this 
grain-growing state. 

In Washington late last night. 
Senator Kennedy conceded defeat 
in the- Iowa poll of voters com- 
mitted to vote Democrat, but 
pledged to press on with his pres- 
idential campaign. 

Senator Kennedy granted vic- 
tory to the president in brief 
remarks to cheering supporters in 
the garage of a converted car sales 
showroom which serves as his 
national campaign headquarters. 

Mr. Kennedy smiled as he said: 
“Well, we could have done a little 


better in Iowa.” He added, how- 
ever. that: “The reasons that Z run 
for president still remain” 

On the Republic n side in Iowa, 
front-runner Ronald Reagan was 
locked in a light battle early today' War 
with George Bush, the former Lazarus-like comeback 
Intelligence Agency- 
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Central 
director. 

With 1 6 per cent of the Repub- 
lican vote counted. Mr. Bush led 
Mr. Reagan by 5,1 S7 to4.S92- In 
a distant third place. Senate 
Republican leader Howard Baker 
lead former Texas governor John 
(Tonally by 2,628 votes to 1,608. 

Trailing them were Illinois 
Congressman Phil Crane. Kansas 
Senator Robert Dole and another 
Illinois congressman. John 
Anderson. 

With half the Democratic vote 
counted. Mr. Carter seemed sec- 
ure in. his lead over Senator Ken- 
nedy. 

Although delighted. President 
^Carter s press secretary, Jody 
Powell, predicted that the next 
test in the iy$0 campaign, the 
New Hampshire Primary, would 
be difficult for Mr. Carter as it will 
be in the senator s own New Eng- 
land “back yard.” 

Even there, however, where 
one was hard put to find a Carter 
supporter this summer, the Ken- 
nedy campaign is reported to be 
faltering. 
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Congress convenes, eyes Afghanistan 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 22 
(R)~‘ The U.S. Congress resumes 
work today after a month-long 
recess with* an immediate exami- 
nation of the Carter administ- 
ration's response to the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

Both the Senate and the House 
of Representatives will also con-' 
side r a measure to ease trade restr- 
ictions against China by grant ing it 
most-favoured nation stares. 

Administration officials from 
the commerce, state, defence and 
agriculture departments will be 
questioned by a Senate finance 
committee about the embargoes 
imposed on exports to the Soviet 
Union because of its intervention 
in Afghanistan. 

Also testifying will be South 
Dakota Senator George 
McGovern, who like other mem- 
bers from agricultural states has 
come out against the curtailment 
of grain shipments. 

The impact of the embargo on 
U.S. farming will be the subject of 
a Senate agriculture committee- 


hearing with agriculture secretary 
Bob Bergland later in the day. 

Measures to aid the government 
of Pakistan, now faced by a 
Soviet-controlled Afghanistan, 
were outlined to the Senate fore- 
ign relations comminee yesterday 
by Secreran of State Cyrus 
Vance. 

Committee chairman Frank 
Church of Iowa told reporters 
afterwards he would present an 
aid package shortly that could win 
strong committee approval. 

The Senate armed services 
committee will start hearings 
tomorrow as part of a sweeping 
examination of the military situ- 
ation in the Middle East, South 
Asia and the Indian Ocean. 

Pending in both the House and 
the Senate are motions favouring 
a U.S. boycott of the Moscow 
Olympics. 

The swift action on easing trade 
with China comes as a rebuff to 
the Soviet Union, which had been 
seeking similar privileges. 

President Carter has said he wfll 
seek a sharp increase in military 


spending when he submits his 
annual budget next week. During 
last year's debate on the now- 
shelved Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty (SALT 13) with the Soviet 
Union, Congress was seen as 
being far more receptive to 
defence spending than in the 
recent past. 

The Iran and Afghanistan crises 
have now heightened concern 
over U.S. military strength and 
given more power to hawks of 
both Republican and Democratic 
parties. 


TOKYO, Jan. 22 (R) - Japan 
may buy and store extra grain orig- 
inally destined for the Soviet 
Union, as a way of helping Pres- 
ident Carter in his campaign of 
retaliation against the Soviet 
Union and Iran, Western sources 
said today. 

The sources said Japan was con- 
sidering this as part of measures to 
cooperate with U.S. economic 
sanctions against Iran and the 
Soviet Union. The move would 
help President Carter's limited 
embargo of U.S. grain exports to 
the Soviet Union. 

Commodity experts in London, 
however, questioned whether 
Japan had enough suitable grains 
storage capacity. They said Japan 
had encountered storage dif- 
ficulties in the past when trying to 
build up stocks against possible 
shortages. What the eventual 
measures will be is not yet known.

Gold price tumbles sharply 

LONDON, Jan. 22 (R)-The price of gold tumbled sharply on Euro- 
pean bullion markets today to a London fix $763 an ounce, more than 
$100 down on record prices readied in New York overnight. The 
rapid decline in the gold price came after it opened in the key Loudon 
market ati$836.50 an ounce following wide fluctuations in Hong Kong. 
Dealers attributed the precipitate fall In the gold price to the lade of 
fresh buying interest mid to profit-taking. They cited lack of fresh 
political developments in the Middle East. The spectacular surge in 
-the gold price since the beginning of the year resulted from fears of 
super power confrontation over Afghanistan and continuing uncer- 
tainties over Iran. 
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The key to Australia’s election

SYDNEY’ - The latest oil 
price increase, a cheerless 
start to tbe 1980s for most 
countries, could well 
mean a political bonanza, 
for Australian Prime 
Minister Malcolm Fraser 
this election year. Each 
turn of the screw on oil 
prices makes Australia's 
vast deposits of coal, 
natural gas, and uranium 
look more inviting to an 
energy-hungry world. 

“As the world is fast beginning 
to realise. Australia is indeed ‘the 
lucky country', '* Mr. Fraser said 
at the close of 1979, using his 
countrymen's nickname for 
Australia. 

Mr. Fraser has not been slow to 
realise the political gains to be had - 
by banging the drum about 
Australia's resources in the 
countdown to a general election 
due by 1980's end. 

For the development of the 
country 5 s huge energy and mineral 
supplies gives the government 
scope for pulling out of the hat 
vote -catching lures such as tax 
cuts and jobs during the campaign. 

But behind all the sloganeering 
and politicians' promises, the cen- 
tral theme of the election will be 
how to share out the wealth of 
Australia's much-predicted 
economic boom. 

Even now, this country is the 
envy of much of the world. It is 70 
per cent self-sufficient in oil and 
has its own supplies of iron ore,. 


bauxite and promising diamond" 
mines. 

Unlike most industrialised 
nations with inflation in double 
figures, Australia’s inflation rate is 
nine percent. Exports have surged 
in the last year producing a trade 
surplus of S3S0 million. 

“With this going for us, we can 
enter the 1980s with greater pros- 
pects than most of the indus- 
trialised world,” said Mr. Fraser in 
a year-end message to the nation. 

But many of Australia’s 14 mil- 
lion people are entering tbe 80s in 
a gloomy mood. A survey by the 
Sydney Morning Herald’showed 
Australians had strong misgivings 
about their future. 

Only one in five think 
Australia's wealth will result in an 
increase in their standard of Irving 
in the 19S0s. The rest see their 
living standards falling or staying 
the same, the survey said. 

Over half of the 2,000 inter- 
viewed expect more government 
interference in their lives and. 
three out of ten say personal free- 
dom will diminish in tbe coming 
decade. A major war is even seen 
by a majority. 

It is not easy to pinpoint the 
cause of the public's unease as it 
enters this election year. Perhaps 
many sense that the economic pic- 
ture is not quite as rosy as the gov- 
ernment says. 

For a start, Australia's indus- 
trial relations are in a mess. Strikes 
and go-slows made life a misery 
; for many last year with power 
'blackouts, train and bus stop- 
pages, cuts in petrol and food sup-- 
plies, and disrupted mail and 
phone services. 

More strikes are threatened this 
year and tbe government has 
armed itself with a p ackage of 
tough laws to curb union power, 
not exactly a recipe for har-. 


monkms industrial' relations in 
1980. 

The unemployment picture also 
makes many apprehensive. 
Australia in recent years has had 
to get used to a virtually per- 
manent reservoir of about 
400,000 unemployed, largely 
school-leavers. 

The figure, about six per cent of 
tbe workforce, may not be high by 
world standards but is hard to take 
in a country once regarded as a 
land of limitless opportunity, 
often with two jobs for anyone 
wanting work. 

The government realises its 
unemployment record is its weak 
spot and will try to defuse tbe issue 
in the months before the election, 
which can be no later than next' 
December. 

Government officials are 
already talking about a $17.5 bil- 
lion investment boom in 
Australian energy and mineral 
projects in ihe coming decade, 
towns springing up in scrubland 
and 100,000 new jobs. 

Apart from jobs, another carrot 
the government can dangle in 
front of the electorate is tax cuts 
made possible by. of all things, the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
. Exporting Countries (OPEC). 

Australia keeps its domestic oil 
price in line with OPECs to 
encourage conservation and 
finance the search for more 
deposits at home. It means that 
e very time OPEC puts up its price, 
extra cash flows into Canberra’s 

coffers. 

The last OPEC increase meant 
a windfall of $440 millio n for 
Australia and Federal Treasurer 
■John Howard said this month it 
enabled him to consider reducing 
taxes. 

How much this kind of talk win 
.sway voters is anothermatter. The 


stocks of Mr. Fraser's Liberal and 
National Party coalition gov- 
ernment are low in opinion polls 
and this is attributed largely to its 
failure to live up to promised 
economic improvements. 

But clearly the election will be 
won or lost on the question of 
economic philosophy. 

Tbe government, whose fol- 
lowing comes from farmers, the 
urban middle classes and the self- 
employed, favours the growth of 
business and a small role for gov- 
ernment in people’s lives. 

The opposition Labour Party, 
which draws its support largely 
from trade unionists and migrants, 
would like to see a significant 
-redistribution of Australia’s 
wealth. 

It is committed to hitting big 
business with levies and taxes and 
spending more on health, housing 
and other welfare projects. 

“I'm quite confident we’re 
going to win the next election,'' 
said Labour leader Bill Hayden: 
“I would expect to be prime minis- 
ter in the 1980s.” 

Mr. Hayden, 46, is a fomtei 
policeman whose earnest but lack- 
lustre manner contrasts sharply 
with the commanding figure of 
Mr. Fraser, an ex-sheep former 
who led his coalition to record 
landslides in the last two elections. 

The chances are that 
Australians will like what Mr. 
Fraser, 49, has to say about tbe 
coming decade of prosperity and 
.return him for another term, but 
with a reduced majority. 

But predictions about the elec- 
tion are made hazardous by the 
entry into the political arena this 
year of a third figure, Mr. Bob 
Hawke. 

Mr. Hawke. 50, craggy-faced, 
blunt but with a razor-sharp 
.mind, is leaving his job as pres-. 
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
